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“They met me in the day of my success” 

That there is a crisis in the field of higher education is a commonplace. The prob- 
lems appear insurmountable. But we have never been so prosperous and capable of 
meeting the challenge. Our only poverty is in desire and vision. The fact that we 
spend one and one-half times as much for tobacco and two and three-fourths times 
as much for alcohol as we do to educate our children, and that one per cent of the 
gross profit in business would meet the current operation of all private and denomi- 
national colleges and leave $80 million for capital outlay condemns at once our sense 
of values and our alibi that we are too poor. 

Never have we faced the danger of being lulled to sleep by the tug of the ma- 
terialistic and immediate as now, and so stifle our educational institutions or limit 
their usefulness because of the cost. 

Now is the time, if you wish to have a vital part in the shaping of the total life 
of tomorrow, to rally to the support of your Christian liberal arts college. Economic 
support? Yes, but more important energized by your economic support a dedication 
to create quality values in human personality. Training in techniques is valuable, but 
attitude is far more valuable even to business. 

Demand for trained personnel is acute in all business. Seventy-five per cent of 
the top echelon of management in American business is college trained now. It is 
estimated that this percentage will increase by seventy-five per cent in the next twenty 
years, and that labor jobs will decrease twenty-five per cent. This means that we 
will provide educational advantages for our children, depend on state and other de- 
nominational schools for this training, or make them candidates for relief rolls. 

There is something else. Our denomination 
is suffering most from a lack of trained and 
dedicated leadership. Our non-cooperating 
churches are manned by untrained leaders. 
We need desperately, trained volunteer min- 
isters, missionaries, full time church workers 
and teachers. Our colleges are the only 
logical source to secure them. And we can- 
not secure them through a financial appeal 
only. These must come from a dedication the 
compensation for which is largely the priv- 
ilege of dabbling in destiny, the shaping of 
the economic, political, social, and religious 
life of tomorrow. The greatest hope of that 
tomorrow is the Christian training of those 
who will make it. Our colleges, therefore, 
become not a charity, but a ‘many splendor - 
ed’ investment that will pay timely and 
eternal dividends.

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Death Takes Prof. J. Y. Hamrick 


Few times in the history of 
Gardner- Webb College has death 
stalked so boldly and so shockingly 
onto the campus as it did on April 
20, to claim the life of Prof. James 
Y. Hamrick. 

Yet in the midst of tragedy, sel- 
dom has a college or a community 
been drawn closer together than 
during his final illness and death. 


During critical periods of his ill- 
ness a voluntary attendant was al- 
ways at his bedside to assist the 
nurse in making him comfortable. 
Amazingly, no one told these peo- 
ple when to come or go, but 
throughout the day and night the 
shifts rotated, without organization 
of any kind, among his fellow teach- 
ers, neighbors, citizens in general, 
college students, and relatives.

Prof. Hamrick served Gardner- 
Webb for 12 years as professor of 
English, and for a major portion of 
that time as dean of men, director 
of dramatics, and director of the 
band. He was a native of Boiling 

Springs, and a graduate of Gard- 
ner-Webb in the class of 1939. 

He became ill in late February 
of multiple myeloma, a rapidly 
spreading type of bone cancer. 
Throughout his illness his chief 
concern was for his family and his 
students, and even in his delirium, 


he taught them in his imagination 
to the end. 

Living only half the alotted 
days of man, he accomplished 
more for good than many do in a 
much longer span. As teacher and 
counselor he worked with some 
2,000 present and former students. 
He also served his church as dea- 
con and as superintendent of the 
Sunday School, and his town as 
mayor. 

In the words of Dr. Phil Elliott, 
“He can never be replaced. We will 
find someone only to succeed him.”
